William J. M e z g e r , 
18, Admits Seeking 
$5,000 From His 
Mother. 


A C T I O N S H E R E 
WERE SUSPICIOUS 


The strange financial concoctions 
of William Jacob Mezger, Upper 
Darby, until a month ago a student 
at Gettysburg college, in which he 
mixed false kidnapping threats and 
extortion notes demanding $5,000 
from his mother, came to an abrupt 
end Tuesday when the youth was 
arrested in Philadelphia but later 
released into the custody of his 
mother and 
step-father 
for the 
posting of $1,000 bail today. 
He is 
charged with writing two extortion 
notes to his mother. 
Mezger 
18 years old, originated 
his scheme to secure $5,000 from his 
mother several months ago although 
the actual attempt to extort the 
money was not made until after he 
had left the local institution and 
transferred to Western Reserve uni­ 
versity, Cleveland. 
Held By "Stranger” 
Last December, Mezger reported 
to college officials, shortly before 
the Christmas vacation, that he was 
unable to attend an early morning 
class, because a “stranger” had en­ 
tered his room, professed to be his 
friend and that he was there to pro­ 
tect him. Mezger said the stranger 
was a secret service agent. 
College authorities were suspicious 
but decided not to take any chances. 
He was placed aboard a bus and 
returned home that afternoon. 
At Philadelphia, he was met by 
police w'ho escorted him home. 
Mezger’s mother, alarmed by the 
strange happenings, communicated 
with college officials here who ad­ 
vised her what to do. 
The youth’s 
mother, who married Dr. Gustave 
Bein, asked college authorities to 
arrange to to have a roommate for 
his son. 
Mezger then “faked” ar­ 
rangements for a roommate with his 
mother and when a “roommate” 
had not been secured after a week, 
local college officials asked Mezger 
i about it. 
Keep Clove Watch 
This occurrence took place after 
Mezger returned from the Christ­ 
mas 
holidays. 
When 
questioned 
, about a roommate. Mezger immedi­ 
ately arranged with another student 
; to room with him. 
j 
Local authorities, still suspicious 
of the youth’s actions, kept a close 
I watch. 
They had checked his de­ 
scription of the alleged “stranger” 
i who had entered his room before 
I Christmas to "protect” him and 
J found that the description, with one 
j exception, fitted Mezger, even to 
the clothes. 
Things moved nicely here for a 
I while. 
The youth was apparently 
happy and was pledged to a local 
j fraternity. 
j 
One day Mezger telephoned his 
mother that he had made arrange- 
I menta to transfer to the University 
of Pennsylvania and that he would 
I return the following afternoon to 
with the registrar at the U. 
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Burgess Wilbur J. Stallsmith to­ 
day issued a proclamation calling 
upon all residents of Gettysburg for 
their cooperation in
